EXPRESS BUS ROUTES AND TIMES 
CHANGE FEBRUARY | 


PINE HILLS AND FORT WILDERNESS JOIN TRANSIT NETWORK 


In a move to open up new employee neighborhoods and 
work locations to utilize our Express Bus service, a number of 
changes in route and scheduled stops will become effective 
Sunday, February 1. 

Highlights of these changes include a bus operating out of 
the Pine Hills Shopping Center, free bus connections be- 
tween the downtown Pine Street Terminal and Washington 
Shores Terminal, twice the seating capacity on select runs, 
new pickup and dropoff times, bus service into Fort Wilder- 
ness, and more. There will also be a fare increase from 90¢ 
one-way to $1.25. 

New Express Bus schedules and related information will be 
available at Cast Activities and all division Transportation 
Coordinators’ offices late next week. 

To assist you in preparing for the schedule changes Feb- 
ruary l, we are publishing the new times and stop locations. 
Please read them carefully and check with Cast Activities at 
824-4254 if you have any questions. Remember, the buses 
will continue on their current schedule through Saturday, 
January 31. The new schedules are effective Sunday, 
February 1. 


PINE HILLS SOUTH EXPRESS BUS 


This new bus route, originating at the Pine Hills Shopping 
Center, will service the Raleigh Street area, make a connec- 
tion at the Washington Shores Terminal and continue south 
to Lake Buena Vista. 


Cast members who used to board the bus at the downtown 
Orlando Pine Street Terminal, will receive a free connection 
from downtown to the Washington Shores Terminal where 
they will meet the Express Bus, beginning Sunday, February 
l. For full details on this free connection, please call OSOTA 
at 841-8240. 


Pine Hills residents should park only in the southwest 
corner of the Pine Hills Shopping Center parking lot, just 
below the fish and chips restaurant. There are residential 
homes adjacent to the shopping center, so please be as quiet 
as possible arriving and departing. 


The bus will proceed down Kirkman Road to Raleigh 
Street, where it will stop at the intersections of Fraizer, 
Deerock, and Lescot. From there it will meet downtown buses 
at the Washington Shores Terminal, before continuing on to 
Walt Disney World. 
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FARE INCREASES ON EXPRESS BUSES 


Beginning Sunday, February 1, the one-way fare 
aboard both the Southwest Orlando Express Bus and 
Pine Hills South Express Bus will increase from 90cents 
to $1.25. 

Both buses, which are operated by the Orange- 
Sseminole-Osceola Transit Authority (OSOTA), have 
been at the 90-cent rate for three years or more. During 
that time, there have been tremendous increases in fuel 
costs, parts and labor, etc. The 35-cent increase is 
needed to bring the fare more in line with today’s cost of 
commuting. 

For employee convenience, Cast Activities and most: 


Cash Control locations have been selling OSOTA 10- 
ride bus passes for $9. These passes will be sold through 
the close of the business day on Saturday, January 24. 
Beginning Thursday, January 29, new 10-ride passes 
will be on sale for $12.50 at all the usual locations. 


Please note ... effective Sunday, February 1, the $9 
passbook will no longer be honored on the OSOTA 
express buses. If you have any unused passes, bring 
them to Cast Activities in the Center Building only be- 
tween Monday, February 2, and Friday, February 6, for 
a full refund. All books not turned in will be voided after 
Friday, February 6. 

Of course, you can still pay cash direct to the driver 

. exact change only, please. 
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There is a bus stop located at Tur- 
key Lake Plaza fronting Kirkman 
Road. This is not a regular stop, but 
you may flag the bus as it passes.

SOUTHWEST ORLANDO EXPRESS BUS 


The pickup locations in Orlando for this Express Bus will remain the same as 
before. However, the times will change beginning February 1, and Fort Wil- 
derness will be added to the route structure. 

Upon entering Lake Buena Vista, the bus will proceed on Vista Boulevard to 
World Drive with a stop at Fort Wilderness. The bus will then service the resort 


hotels and Magic Kingdom. 


Please note that the Express Bus will no longer come down Center Drive into 
the heart of the North Service Area (Facility Shops, Central Foods, Center 
Building) due to a tight schedule. Therefore, all cast members working in the 
North Service Area will exit the bus at the Fantasyland tunnel entrance and 
board the brown and white employee shuttle bus into the North Service Area. 
Likewise, they will catch the Express Bus at the tunnel to ride home. 

OSOTA is currently working on adding an additional coach to the early 
morning run to double the seating capacity. Watch EYES & EARS for details.

L.B.V. HOTEL PLAZA 
BUILDING NEW BUS STOPS 


In order to provide better waiting 
facilities for employees in the Lake 
Buena Vista Hotel Plaza area, two 
new bus stops are being added. 

As the Pine Hills South Express Bus 
and Southwest Orlando Express Bus 
enter Lake Buena Vista from 1-4, they 
will continue to drop off riders in front 
of the hotels and the LBV Reception 
Center. However, as the buses exit 
the property carrying employees 
home, the buses will only stop at 
two locations beginning Sunday, 
February 1. 

The first stop while exiting will be 
just north of Buena Vista Drive on 
Preview Boulevard. Walt Disney 
World Village and Dutch Resort 
employees will board there. 

The buses will then proceed down 
Preview Boulevard to enter the How- 
ard Johnson's parking lot. Midway 
between Howard Johnson's and the 
Hotel Royal Plaza on the new bus 
access road, will be the second au- 
thorized bus stop. Employees from 
Howard Johnson's, Hotel Royal 
Plaza, the LBV Reception Center, 
and TraveLodge will board there. 
The buses will no longer make any 
stops along Preview Boulevard while 
exiting the property.
